Applicant/Patentee requests the issuance of a Certificate of Correction to correct the 
following errors in the patent: 

Col. 12 line 10: "0.00010" should be -0.0010--. 

Col, 12 line 30: "pigot" should be -spigot-. 

In each of claims 18-22: "stem component" should be -joint prosthesis-. 

The first two mistakes are the fault of the office, because the application as filed did not 
contain these errors. See paragraph [0053] of the application as filed September 22, 2003 and as 
amended by the amendment filed September 27, 2004. 

Applicant/Patentee made the mistake that affects claims 18-22. These claims were 

originally presented as claims 20-24 and depended upon an independent claim (original claim 

19) drawn to a "stem component." When Applicant/Patentee amended that independent claim to 
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be dependent upon claim 1 and to recite instead a "joint prosthesis," it unintentionally failed to 
amend the preambles of the claims dependent thereon. 

This mistake is of a clerical nature, a typographical nature, or a mistake of minor 
character. It does not constitute new matter and does not require reexamination because the 
requested change would not materially affect the scope or meaning of the patent.
